The wounded man is an old cow- 
puncher, a gun fighter and. a “bad 
man” according to police lore. He 
came here from Lethbridge and was 
handling stock for Rancher Smith. 
When drinking GalHahay was consid- 
ered a dangerous man. He had been 
refised whiskey and had chased Pro- 
prictor Tillotson, of the. Wilton hotel, 
around che building,» knocked him 
down, and finally attempied to rope 
him from horse back. 

After putting Tillctson to flight he 
had helped himself to what bottles he 
wented on the bar. ‘hen mounting 
his horse he rode into‘the hotel and 
attempted to lasso the proprietor. 
The doors were closed and the wild 
horseman went into. the street. 


He dared the police to {ake him and | 


threatened to shoot any man who 
stood in his way. After riding around 
the strects he went to a deserted cab- 
in 2 mile from town, hitched his 
horse outside and went in. 

The mvwunted police organized a 
posse and surrounded the place. They 
ferred the man wes armed and hesi- 
tited to enter his retreat. His re- 
pctaition caused them to fear a des- 
perets encounter. ; 

Finally an officer peeped in 4nd 
found the desperado ina drunken 
stupor without a single weapon.

Any even numbered section of Do- 
mimion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has net been home- 
steaded, cr reserved to previde wood 
lots.for settlers, or fer other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 

tion, of 169 acres ,more or less 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if- the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 


boos to the Minister of the Interior, 
Cttawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
| gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the jand is 


situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $19.00 is charged for a homestead 
ertry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestcad is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions counected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans:
